New York, April 13.—A demand for 


the release of Harry Thaw on bail 
pending a retrial, will probably be 
made Monday. T$e family are pre- 
pared to offer any sum f or his re- 
lease. Jerome -will oppose the release 
of Thaw and the belief is general that 
the Justice will refuse to admit him 
to bail. Jerome is determined to try 
Thaw again. 


With the revelations made today of

is evident that no attention was paid 
to Delmas' plea on the

law" or "Dementia Americana." The 
insanity plea was the only one which 
had any effect on the jurors. 


.When ih't case is retried. Thaw's

Thaw's relatives believe that his

lawyers bungled the case and on the 
retrial it is probable that entirely dif- 
ferent men will be employed, with 
the exception of O'Uielly and Hart- 
ridge. Had it not been for the quarrel 
in the- jury room, probably a verdict 
of manslaughter in the second degree 
would have been returnd.

New York, April 13.—The scenes In 


court attending the announcement by 
the Thaw jury ot its inability to 
agree were robbed of theatricalism by 
the general belief that after their long 
deliberation and the reports of a wide 
division of sentiment, the jurors could 
make no other report. Thaw, sur- 
rounded by the members of his family, 
the devoted aged mother, the pale 
young wife, the titled sister, the Coun- 
tess of Yarmouth; Mrs. George Car- 
negie and Edward and Josiah Thaw, 
the brothers, received the news in ab- 
solute silence. 


When it became known that the 


jury was about to report, Thaw called 
bis wife to a seat by his side and sat 
with his right arm thrown about her 
until he was commanded to stand and 
face the jurors. Smiling and confident 
as he entered the courtroom, he sank 
limply into his chair when Foreman 
Deming B. Smith, in response to a 
question by Clerk Penny as to wheth- 
er a verdict had been agreed upon, 
said: "We have not." 


The mother, her features hidden 


behind a dense veil of black, sat stolid 
and motionless. In ill health of late, 
she had felt severely the strain of the 
long hours of anxious waiting. The 
wife gripped her husband's hand tight- 
ly as the jury foreman spoke, and 
then when he sunk down by her side 
she tried to cheer him as best she 
could by saying that she believed he 
would now be admitted to bail and 
that a second jury would surely set 
him free. The mother, the sisters and 
the brothers, paie and well-nigh ex- 
hausted by their tedious, nerve-rack- 
ing wait for a verdict, smiled weakly 
at Thaw as he was led away again to 
the Tombs. They were permitted to 
speak with him for a few moments to 
bid him be of good cheer, before he 
crossed tbe "bridge of sighs" to the 
cell which, until a few minutes before, 
he had hoped that he was about to 
quit forever.

Stead, editor of Review of Reviews, 
London, at the, dedication ceremonies 
of the Carnegie .institute, in which the 
speaker announced a plan to raise 
$100,000 for-" pilgrimages- from 
all 


countries to The Hague conference, 
unbounded enthusiasm took posses- 
sion of the large audience and money 
was thrown on the stage. Among the 
invited guests seated on the stage 
were many presidents of universities 
and colleges, and the following decid- 
ed to contribute to this fund: Knox 
college, 
Galesburg, 111.'; Allegheny 


college, Meadville, Pa.; Tuskegee Nor- 
mal institute, Tuskegee, Ala.; Geneva 
college, Beaver Falls, Pa. It is said 
that other colleges will announce their 
intention to contribute shortly. 


The Pittsburg branch of the Nation- 


al Peace society has taken up the 
matter and the Grand Army posts 
have presented Mr. Stead with a reso- 
lution of thanks. 


The banquet given by the board of 


trustees of the Carnegie institutions 
for Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Carnegie 
was held at the Hotel ^Schenley. Mr. 
Carnegie made his appearance at this 
function after being absent all day, 
due, it was stated, from fatigue occa- 
sioned by the ceremonies. 


The exercises were slightly handi- 


capped by inclement weather. Three 
large chests of books were presented 
to the institute by Emperor William 
through his personal representative, 
Lieutenant General Von Loewensold. 
The books are handsomely bound and 
treat of the German empire. Many 
messages were received from all parts 
of the world, congratulating Mr. Car- 
negie and Pittsburg.

vania conferred honorary degrees on 
the foreign and American guests, and 


selling to the papers the famous Web-

Sebring's injuries 
consist 
of a 


fracture at the base of the skull, and 
other injury to the head, the front 
part of the scalp being torn almost to 
the middle of the head. While it is 
believed that he has a chance for re- 
covery, his physician, Dr. D. M. Smith 
will allow none but the injured man's 
wife to see him. 


The accident, the 
only fatal one 


that has occurred in the forty yean 
of the Thomas foundry's operation In 
this city, was due to a flaw in one of 
the immense mold casks. 
The casks 


weigh five tons and stand seven feet 
high. 
It 
is the 
custom 
for the 


molds to be pried out from the bot- 
tom while the cask is suspended in 
the grasp of a huge crane. Linn and 
Sebring had crowbars and were pry- 
ing one of these molds out when an 
ear of the cask gave way, and the en- 
tire weight fell on the unfortunate 
men. 
Mr. Linn shouted instructions 


to his fellow employes and told them 
to lift the cask quickly for he was 
burning. 
It was necessary to place 


steel jacks under the side of the cask 
before it could be lifted 
from Mr. 


Linn's body and before this could be 
accomplished he had breathed 
his 


last. Mr. James E. Thomas gave his 
personal assistance and did every- 
thing in nis power to' 'save We life 
of his employe, but of no avail.

Mrs 
Allyn K. Capron, the widow of Captain 
Capron, who fell at Las Guasimas, un 
veiled the monument; Rev. Dr. D. J 
Stafford of St. 'Patrick's church, this 
city, made the dedication address, anc 
Chaplain H. A. Brown, U. S. A., pro 
nounced the 
benediction. Regular 


troops and part of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia partici- 
pated. 


The monument is the design of Mrs, 


Capron. It is a monolith, the largest 
of its kind in Arlington. It is made 
of Vermont granite and stands 14 feet 
high on a base 6x6 feet. The memorial 
bears the names of more than 100 for- 
mer members of the regiment who 
either died in Cuba or after the return 
of the regiment to the United States. 
The chief decoration is a bronze tab- 
let bearing the regimental device 
crossed sabers, and a medallion with 
the names of the three battles in 
which the organization participated 
Guasimas, San Juan and Santiago. 


President Roosevelt referred to the 


peculiar gratification of members of 
the company in seeing this memorial 
erected to the memory of their dead 
comrades, and spoke of funeral ser- 
vices that Chaplain Brown held ovei 
these killed in the Guayamas fight, "the 
first fight that we saw, the fight in 
which we served imder the afterward 
lieutenant general of General Fun- 
ston's army, who is here with us to- 
day, General Young." General Young 
had promised that if the regiment got 
Into his brigade he would see that it 
got into the first fight, "and," said the 
president, turning to General Young, 
"you kept your word." ' 


The president spoke of the "admira- 


tion felt by those who served in the 
volunteer forces for the officers and 
enlisted men of the regular army and 
navy, and he was sure that all volun- 
teers came out of the war feeling, as 
he certainly did;! that it should be 
their aim thereafter, in .private or in 
public life, to do.everything that lay 
in their power for the army and navy 
of the Union, which by readiness for 
war make the greatest guaranty for 
peace that the country possesses. He 
said the paramount reason why our 
people should look back to the Span- 
ish-American war with pride and satis- 
faction was that, "it marked in very 
truth the complete reunion of our 
country, that sons of men who had 
worn the blue and some of those who 
had worn the gray fought together 
with Young, Chaffee and Lawton and 
under Wheeler aad Fitzhugh Lee."

Austin, Tex., -April 13.—With fric- 


tion evident between. Governor-Camp- 
bell and the members of the Texas 
legislature, that body adjourned sine 
die after a four-months' session and 
were reconvened in extra session 
within 10 minutes by Governor Camp- 
bell.

THAW TRIAL 


(Continued from page 1.) 


Cence, excepting possibly Mr. Bolton, 
comprehended the weight of the evi- 
dence and balanced it for acquittal. 
All my family bid me goodby with 
courage. I trust (D. V.) we may all 
keep well." To his attorneys, Thaw 
said he was deeply disappointed. "But 
I could hardly expect anything else in 
view of the events of the past few 
daya." Thaw had given out a state- 
ment earlier in the day in which h« 
laid he had desired that hl> fata 
should be Judged upon the "written 
laws" of the state of New York. He 
declared that he believed that £he evi- 
dence had convinced even District At- 
torney Jerome of his innocence under 
the strict letter of the law. Attorney 
Delphin M. Delmas of California, who 
in making his summing-up address to 
the jury, appealed almost directly to 
the "unwritten law" or "dementia 
Americana," as he termed it, was not 
in court when the jury was dis- 
charged. 


Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw said: "I 


can't understand it. I don't see why 
they couldn't have come to some 
agreement." 
A reporter said to Mrs. 


Thaw: "The jury stood 7 to 5 for con- 
viction." "I don't believe it," she 
cried emphatically. "They ought to 
have acquitted him on the evidence." 


Mrs. William Thaw, mother of the 


prisoner, had nothing to say. 


What Jurors Say. 


The Thaw jurors considered every- 


thing connected with the case except 
"the unwritten law." Basing their 
judgment entirely upon the evidence, 
they voted either for or against mur- 
der in the first degree when they cast 
their first ballots. The first vote was 
8 to 4 in favor of conviction. The 
final ballot, taken just before the jury 
reported its disagreement in court, 
was as follows: For conviction of mur- 
der in the first degree: Demmg a. 
Smith, foreman; George Pfaff, Charles 
H. Fecke, Harry C. Brearley, Charles 
D. Newton, Joseph B. Bolton and Ber- 
nard Gerstinan. For acquittal on the 
ground of insanity: Oscar A. Pink, 
Henry C. Harney, Malcolm S. Fraser, 
Wilbur F. Steele and John S. Dennee. 


Juror Harney said: "George Pfaff, 


juror No. 2, from the very first ad- 
hered to his belief that Thaw was 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
Equally as consistent in their belief 
to the contrary were Jurors Pink, Har- 
ney, Fraser and Steele, who from the 
very, outset decided that in their opin- 
ion Thaw was not guilty. There were 
many stormy arguments." 


Wilbui F. Steele, juror No. 9, said: 


"There was plenty of disparagement 
between the opinions expressed by 
the jurors. We considered insanity in 
many phases, hut did not give the sub- 
of wronged womanhood any lengthy 
debate, in fact, scarcely any. It was 
touched upon and quickly dropped. 
The question which was considered 
at unusual length was whether Thaw 
was insane at the moment he shot 
Stanford White, and whether at that 
moment he was responsible for his 
action's." 


Juror Joseph B. Bolton said: "There 


was no question of the unwritten law 
or of 'dementia Americana' in our de- 
liberations. We considered the case 
from a purely legal standpoint. We 
were not swayed by emotion." 


"The jury took no stock in 'brain 


storms,' " said Juror George H. Fecke. 
"We did not pay an undue amount of 
attention to the testimony of the alien- 
ists, either. It was after Mr. Dennes 
had read some of Thaw's letters that 
the latter decided that there was a 
reasonable doubt as to Thaw's sanity." 


Attorneys Talk. 


Clifford W. Hartridge, the attorney 


of record and warm_ personal friend of 
Thaw, gave out the following state- 
ment: "Mr. Thaw has already ex- 
pressed himself as desirous of a trial 
under and in accordance with the laws 
of the state of New York. I can add 
nothing to that except to say that I 
entirely agree with him and hope that 
we shall have a new trial speedily, 
and that the next time it will not be 
necessary for the presiding judge to 
have to charge the jury tr\at we are 
living in a civilized community." 


Mr. O'Reilly of Thaw's counsel said: 


"I confess that I am disappointed. I 
really expected an acquittal. Perhaps 
now, in view of the verdict, Mr. Del- 
mas made a mistake in using the 
term 'dementia Americana.' But he 
made an honest effort and it might 
have been a mistake of judgment." 


Attorney Gleason said: "The dis- 


agreement of the jury was disappoint- 
ing, of course. The insistence upon 
the unwritten law characterized as 
'dementia Americana' was unfortu- 
nate. If instead of this counsel had 
dwelt upon the statutory insanity of 
Thaw, which was' plainly proven, 
Thaw might have been acquitted " 


Attorneys Daniel O'Reilly, Clifford 


W. Hartridge, A. Russell Peabody and 
John B. Gleason acted for Thaw dur- 
ing the day. It was said that Mr. 
O'Reilly would have a leading part In 
the future conduct of affairs. 


Asked about a report that Mr. Hart- 


ridge, Mr. Gleason, Mr. Peabody and 
himself had retired from the Thaw 
case, leaving only Daniel O'Reilly as 
counsel, Mr. Delmas said: "As to 'hit 
I have not withdrawn from the case 
and have no reason to believe that 
either Messrs. Hartridge, Gleason or 
Peabody have." As to the disagree- 
ment of the jury, he said: "I know no 
more aboutc the disagreement of the 
jury than the general public knov-i, 
and it is too early to predict for the 
future."

OXJ may see Dick Wilson almost any day at A« Union 


Stock Yards. Every morning he climbs up oil the 
fence near the car tracks, and sits looking eat over 
the tosssn* sea of heads and horns and manes. You 


might mark thfe horseman in his attitude, for he sits the 
fence astride, as though h* feared it might begin to pitch. 
As to his being a hofsethtef, hi does not look the part. 
He wears a "hard tart," and not ft wide sombrero. His 
moustache is not dark and sweeping, wut» ott the contrary, 
stubby and hay-colored. His iyfc is not dark, furtive, and 
evasive; but open, blue, and direct You would not call 
him a horse-thief, if only for the reason that you would 
feel sure that he might resent with a certain asperity any 
suggestion to that effect.

Beautiful Flowers and Plants 
\ 
of the Holy Land 


In Matthew 13, 31, 32, the Saviour 


tells of the mustard seed that sprouts 
into a tree. "A grain of mustard seed 
which a man took and sowed in his 
field, and when it is grown it is 
the 


greatest among herbs and becometh a 
tree so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge m the branches thereof." 
• (yommentators have been puzzled'arid 
warned by this passage. To the men 
of the Occident, knowing only the small 
mustard plant of Europe, the image of 
a mustard seed growing into a tree that 
affords birds.lodgment in its branches 
was so perplexing that they sought to 
explain it. So they said that the Saviour 
referred to a tree that grows bv the 
shores of the Dead Sea, where it 
reaches a fair height among the hot 
rocks. This tree bears grape-like fruits 
that have an aromatic taste with a de- 
cided tang of mustard. But, although 
the inhabitants call 
this tree by a 


name which may be translated loosely 
as "mustard tree," it is unnecessary to 
strain 
and 
direct 
the 
meaning of 


Christ's words at all, for to this day 
men may go by the Sea of Tiberias un- 
der wild mustard plants that grow so 
high that they tower over a man on 
horseback. 


In valley and in jungle, growing in 


gardens and as wild flowers, arc 
the 


Easter offerings of the great lily family. 
They are as widely spread now as they 
were in the days of the prophets when 
the favorite simile was that of a lih : 
"A lily of the valleys" and "as the lily 
among thorns." The lilies of the Holy 
Land are of many kinds. Here one 
sees the red- fire of the 
great lilium 


chalcedonicum; there 
the 
bell-shaped 


Imperial lily stands regal and 
still 


among the weeds of the jungle. 
The 


beautiful crown of the red anemone lily 
uplifts itself 
in 
the lowlands. 
But 


fairer than all, and beloved throughout 
the country as it is loved everywhere 
else, stands the pure virginal white lily, 
lilium candidum. 


With them and among them glow the 


beautiful saffrons, a variety of crocus, 
mostly blue, but 
often golden white. 


Soon after tie Winter rains the pastures 
and meadows of Palestine are covered 
with a carpet of wild flowers, for the 
grasses do not often form a turf as they 
do with us, but the pastures consist of 
a deep tangled matting of herbs and 
flowering plants. 
^uddenly as 
they 


sprout they disappear again before the 
hot breath of the Summer sun 
But as 


soon as the late -ea-onal rains cease. 
the first flower to shoot up is the pretty 
meadew saffron It belong? to the same 
family as the European flower, but in 
Europe it i= viewed as a s;. m'xDi of the 
coming death of nature, white 
in the 


Holy Land, =avs Professor V. immer. "it 
is hailed as jojfull} as our first uo- 
lets." 


Roses bloom now throuchout Palestine 


and they bloomed in the time o? Christ; 
but they were not biblical flowers, for 
the old Jews did not know the rose. 
According to the latest authorities, 
where the rose is 
mentioned in the 


Songs of Solomon and other early parts 
of the Bible, entirely different flo-.vers 
are meant. 
It is believed that the rose 


first reached the gardens of Palestine 
after the retnrn from exile and was car- 
ried into the land from Egypt, where it 
had been introduced by the Greeks, 


In the southern territory between Jeru- 


salem and the Egyptian desert is a 
country full of tamarask, whose feath- 
ery leavts of bluish-green hang over the 
dark trunks like dainty veils. In the 
deserts there grows a variety of tiilt 
tamarask, the manna tamarask, and the 
modern Bedouin inhabitants from 
the 


Dead Sea to Mount Sinai gather th« 


manna under its branches. An insect 
bores the delicate twigs 
of the little 


trees, and from the wounds there exudes 
a honey-like sap, which drops to th'e1 
ground in tiny resinous pellets. These 
pellets must be gathered before sunrise, 
because the heat of the day melts them. 
So the natives may be seen before dawn 
collecting manna in the desfert today.' .

Another popular model is shown in the dainty over blouse 


that opens down to the waistline. It is made to be worn 
over the separate guimpe or lingerie waist. 
The new 


blouse waist is distinguished.by great width of shoulders. 
Thil effect is always attained by merely lengthening the 
shoulder seams; the pattern'must .be properly cut to ob- 
tain the right results, and attention must .be paid to the 
armhole and fit of the sleeve. Wide pleats are arranged 
at the shoulders and aid in giving the broad effect, while 
at the same time giving a becoming amount of fulness in 
front. A rich shade of -green peau de soie was chosen for 


the making, a darker shade of green panne velvet being 
used for piping the edges. A finishing touch is given by 
small greeri velvet buttons that are arranged over the 
stitching of the pleat and on the front edges of the sleeve 
caps.
